A SLICK SCHEME. 


The Wabash Railroad Said to be 
Plundered by a Ring. 


Secret Investigation by Detectives at St- 
Charles—The Rip Rap Contracts Alleged 
to be Fraudulent—False Vouchers—The 
Ringsters Reported to Have Gotten Away 
with $5,000 a Month. 


it was learned to-day that a big steal had been 
unearthed at the work which is being done in the 
reconstructing of the Wabash Railroad bridge at 
St. Charles, Mo. In rumors the amount was va- 
riously stated, and by some gentlemen weil posted 
it was said that it would reach about $50,000. 


Later reports placed the sum embezzled consid- 
erably below these figures, but owing to the reti- 
cence of the railroad officials, 1 can only be 
stated that the sum is large enough to make the 
aforesaid officials entirely noneommittal and un- 
communicative when approachea up- 
on the matter. The seems 
to be about as follows: The 

and Pacific Railroad has oeeen putting in 


Sp ear work ob and about the bridge since 


he iast time the middie span tumbied into the 
river. At present a considerable amount of work 
is being do.e about the piers and at each bank. 
The big job at present is one of “riprapping,”’ & 
t chnical term, which contractors use principally 
to designate the method of buildiag up an embank- 
ment against the encroachments of the river. 
The road is doing its own “riprapping.” A man 
named T. J. Lambert is the foreman of the gang 
employed in doing the work, A contractor named 
James Short has been turnishing the stone used 
asriprap. Some months ago it was noticed that 
Lambert was getting rich rather rapidly. For in- 
stance, it turned out tbat he had acquired the 
full title to a house and lot that was 
worth $6,000 The question among the 
wiseacres was, where did he get the money? 
Last month Robert Andrews, general super- 
intendevt of the Wabash, St. Louis and Pacific 
Road, had bis attention called to the riprap con- 
tract, and he became convinced that there was a 
“nigger in the woodpile.” Detectives were enp- 
gaged, two very asiute fellows, who were sent up 
to the place Where the work was being done. 
They soon became satisfied that there was a steal 
of considerable magiitude. Lambert seemed to 
be fp it, and about the time that the road was talk- 
ingabout discharging him he threw up bis job. 
ItWas rumored to-day that he had also disap 

, but Mr. Andrews contradicted this ip an 
interview which is published below. The plan of 
tue stealing seems to be the old one of falsified 
receipts, ne contractor delivered a certain 
amount of stone, and the foreman certified that 
thé amount was in some cases three or four times 
that amount. In faci, itis said that according to 
the receipts of the riprap furnished, there has 
been enough stone used at St. Charles to entirety 
cut off the river with a chain of rocks. 
The report places the amount which the road 
loses at between $2.000 and $4.000 a month since 
the first day of March last. These figures, it ap- 
peared later, were a littie too large. A Post-DIs- 
PATCH reporter called at Col. H. M. sloxie’s 
office this morning to get some particulars, Noth- 
ing was Known alout the matter there, and Mr. 
Phillips. Mr. Hoxie’s secretary, said that 
if the hews were true, Mr. <Audrews, 
the General Superintendent ol the 
road, was’ the man who would Know it. 
Mr. Andrews, when called upon, was as non-con- 
mittal as possible. “No, 1 know nothing about 
it.’ Le said. ‘it’s curious how these stories get 
flonting around. A big steal, you say?” 

“Yes, sir,” sala the abasbed reporter, very de- 
mnrely. © 

“At ihe St. Charles bridge?”

After recovering from this joke, the reporter 
ventured to ask whether a man named : 
Lambert was not in trouble, but finally Mr. 
Andrews dismissed all the matter witb a laugh. 

Capt. R. 8. Hayes was asked about the matter, 
and be referred the reporter back to Mr. An- 
drews. “Of course Andrews would not let Hays 
know anything aboutit,” said a well-known Wa- 
bash official. “He is tryipg to Keep it all as 
quiet as he can. Andrews don’t want it to come 
out.”

How it Was Done. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

St. CHARLES, Mo., December 3.—Considerable 
citement has been caused here by reporis ol 
rookedness in the furnishing of broken stone to 
Nhe Wabash Railway Company for use in the re- 
pairing and strengthening of the bridge. Enor- 
mous amounts of rock have been furnished from 
time to time since last March to hold the’banks of 
the river from erosion above Brotherton Point, 
and also to pack around the shores under the 


bridge and ground the piers and temporary works 
putupsimece the last disaster. The entire con- 
tract for furnishing this broken rock 
has been heid by James Short, an 
extensive uarryman and contractor at 
this place. There have been rumors for some 
time past that Short had a rich lead and that 
everyihing was not straight in the stone con- 
tracts, bui the rumors aid not take definite shape 
uutil last Saturday, when the general foreman of 
bridge consiruction, T. J. Lambert, was relieved 
of his place by the Wabash authorities, and a man 
named McGee Miperseded bim. The only two 
men direcily implicated iu the alleged crooked 
work were Short aud Lambert, although the 
names of men higber up in power and of others in 
the Wabash office are connected with the affair. 
These charges have been Kuown for some time by 
the Wabash mavagers, but apparently bo partic- 
wiar notice was taken of them. About three 
weeks ago a young man Came to town who gave 
his name as Brown and put up at the principal 
hotel. In a few days he took board with a private 
family. He gave out that he was simply on a visit 
to the family in question and was here for pleas- 
ure. He speutconsidcrable time driving out in 
the direction of Mr. Short’s quarries aud was also 
deepiy interested in the work going on at the 
bridge, but nothing was thought of his move- 
ments. About a week ago ahvtber strauger 
came to town named Peterson, and ne 
went to work ip earnest as the representative of 
the Wabash Company to investigate the charges.

Reports from Kansas, that may be relied upon, 
Say that the corn being shelled, while not up to 
to the mark in quality, is pointing to a yield for 
the State 20,000,000 bushels larger than last year, 
‘which would bring the crop of Kansas up to 170,- 
000,000 bushels, The new grain is sétting in mo- 
tion toward the receiving points very fast.—~ 
Yesterday’s Globe-Democrat had the following: 
“The late boomin the corn and hog product came 
to an end yesterday, and the bears took posses- 
sion of the field. Corn went off % to 5, and 
trading was pretty heavy.”——This reminds us 


of the story they tell of Dan Youug: Th 
market had been booming for somne alg ame 
displaying unusual strength. One day, while 
excitement ran high, Dan was met rushing across 
the floor in a state of great agitation. “Holloa— 
Dan, what’s the matter?” he was asked. “She’s 
busted!”’ gasped Dan. “Why, how much is she 
off?” “A sixteenth,” he replied, and fiew to make 
his margins good.——Schwartz & Dupre, of 
Chicago, are said to hold about all the No. 2 corn 
in that market, besides having a large line of 
long contracts for the near options.— 
A leading receiver in this market speaks very dis- 
couragingly of the prospects for getting much 
corn to this market at present prices. He says 
his Kansas and Nebraska correspondents write 
him that some time ago they were uying corn at 
25 cents a bushel, but that feeding buyers from 
Wisconsin, Michigan and.Indiana were now pay- 
ing 30 to 35c, and not looking for the corn to 
grade, so it was good and sound. Adding to this 
2c per bushel for sheliing, and 15¢ per bushel as 
the lowest freight rate obtainable, brings it up to 

7 to 52c, lala down here. As it only costs 3c a 
bushel more to ship it from St. Louis to Chicago, 
and ascash No. 2corn has been selling in that 
market at 55¢e, while the highest reached here has 
been 473,c, it will be seen that Chicago holds out 
all the inducements for the corn to go to her mar- 
Ket.—-Yet another receiver, whose firm buys 
heavily in the West, in speaking of this, re- 
marked: “With all this difference in price be- 
tween Chicago and St. Louis, yet the countr 
Knows that the corn shipped to this market will 
grade No. 2, where it will not inspect over new- 
mixed ip Chicago. 1 have bought 300 cars of corn 
to come here, and expect to get all the corn I want 
to fill my. short sales.—wsStocks of grain 
in New York to-day were 8,107,052 bu wheat, 3,- 
088,399 Du corn, 3,129,637 bu oats, and 574.575 bu 
rye, a decrease from last Monday of 5,264 bu in 
wheat aud 203,479 bu in corn, and an increase of 
74,268 bu in Oats and 81,896 bu in rye.——Already 
is there talk of 2 deal in December corn here.

SANTA ‘ROSA, 


A. P. Moore’s Isiand Ranch and Its 


Eighty !housand Sheep. 
From the San Francisco Call. 

The little schooner Santa Rosa arrived in 
port from Santa Barbara a few days ago. She 
comes up to this city twice a year to secure 

rovisions, clothing, lumber, etc., for use on 
Santa Rosa Isiand, being owned by the 


great sheep-raiser, A. P. Moore, who owns 
the island and the 80,000 sheep that exist 
upon it. The Island is about thirty miles 
south of Santa Barbara, and is twenty-four 
miles in length and sixteen in breadth, and 
contains about 74,000 aeres. of land, which 
are admirably udapted to sheep-raising. 
Last June Moore llppes 1,014 sacks of wool 
‘from these sheep, each sack containing an 
average of 410 pounds of wool, making a 
tuta!l of 415,740 pounds, which he sold at 27 
cents a pound, bringing him in $112,349 80, 
or a ciear profit of over $80,000, This is said 
to be a low yield, so itis evident that sheep- 
raising there, wheu taken into consideration 
that shearing takes place twice a year and 
that a profitis made off the sale of mutton 
etc., is very profitable. The island is divided 
into four quarters’ by fences rogning clear 
across at right angles, and the Sheep have 
not to be herded like those ranging about 
the foothills. . 

Four men are employed regularly the year 
round to keep the ranch in order and to look 
after the sheep, and during shearing time 
fifty or more shearers are employed. hese 
men secure forty or fifty days’ work, and 
the average number of sheep sheared a day 
is about ninety, for which five cents a clip is 
paid, thus $4 bo a day bei made by each 
man, or something over for the season, 
or over $400 for ninety days out of the year, 
Although the shearing of ninety sheep a da 
is the average, a great many will go as big 
as 110, and one man has been known to shear 
125. course every man tries to shear as 
many as he can, and owing to pape fre- 
qpentiy the ante are severely cout by the

Moore, having so many on hand, 
found it necessary to iuvent some way to ac- 
complish this whereby not so much expense 
would be incurred and time wasted. After 
experimenting for sume time he nad a ditch 
dug 8 feet in depth, a little over 1 foot in 
width and 100 geet long. In this he puté6v0 
gallons of water, 200 pounds of suip hur, 100 
poun ds of lime and 6 pounds of soda, all of 
whic h is heated to 130°. ‘The goats lead the 
sheep intoacorral:r trap atone end, and 
the animals are compelled to swim through 
to the turther end, thus securing a bath and 
taking their medicine at ove and the same 
time. 
The owner of the island and sheep, A. P. 
Moore, a few years ago purchased the prop- 
erty from the widow of his deceased brother, 
eury, for ,000. Owing to ill health he 
has rented it to his brother Lawrence for 
$140,000 a year, and soou starts for Boston, 
where he will settle down for the rest of his 
life. He still retains an interest in the Santa 
Cruz Island ranch, which is about swenty- 
five miles southeast of Santa Barbara. This 
island contains about 64,000 acres, and on it 
are 25,000 sheep. On Cataline Island, sixty 
miles east of Santa Barbara, are 15,000 sheep 
and on Clementa Island, eighty miles east of 
ot that city, are 10,000 sheep. Forty miles 
west of the same city is San Miguel, on 
which are 2,000 sheep. Each one of these 
ranches has a sailing vessel to carry freight, 
etc., toand fro between tbe island and tha 
mainland, and they are kept busy the greater 

part of the time. °

Assistant Chief 
Lindsay, when asked way an incendiary should 
select the Lincoln school to §6=—- Operate 
On, Said that It was hig Opinion that all the In- 
cendiary desired was a bright fire. “There 
have been more fires the past mouth in the dis- 
trict from whic. that alarin came, thatis the dis 
trict bounuea by Twentieth and Snmimit avenue 
the Pacific Railway and Locust street, than ja ail 
the restoftheciiy. The fires have all originated 
in sheds, barus and outhouses. In many cases 
the firemen have found kindling piaced carefully 
s0 as to cateh and spread a fire rapidly.

DERITA’S TRIAL. 
The Murderer of Little Arbato Ru- 
bana Before the Court. 


A Boy’s Story of the Assassination of the 
Little Italian on A mond Street. 


To-day Antonio Derita, an old Italian, was ar- 
raigned in the Criminal Court for trial on a charge 
of murder. If the State succeeds in establishing 
the case which it is proposed to make out, Derita’s 
chances of living many years more are few. The 
murder was a cruel one, as the victim was only 7 
years old. “I have during my life seen a few 
sights at the Morgue that affected 
me,” said Oapt. Fruchte, speaking of the 
murder, “and this was one of them. 


When I went down there and saw that little body 
—scarcely as long as my arm—stretched on that 
slab, with a bie ganing wound in his little side, I 
tell you the sight affected me. For several days 
after its commission the murder was an unsolved 
mystery which was cleared up through the in- 
strumentality of a citizen. In the rear of No. 328 
Almond street is an area entered from the street. 
On all sides of this common court face 
tenement houses which are inhabited by all 
classes of poor persous, The neighborhood is 
settled with anal Italians who make a living 
by peddling lemons and plaster-of-paris casts 
about the streets. Among the other inmates of 
the yard was an old fellow named Antonio Derita, 
whose domestic suspicions frequently led him 
into rows that attracted the police and occasion 
ally culminated in the courts, He was married to 
a woman born in England of Irish parent 
age, of whom be was somewhat _ jeal- 
ous, for which some of his neighbors 
blamed him, while others acquitted, and the rela- 
tions continued as usual. He became the victim 
of his suspicions to some degree, and tuis proba- 
bly accounted for the aifficulties in which be was 
often involv 
ABOUT DUSK 

on the 27th of October, 1882, the Inmates of thé 
court were startled by the report of apistol and 
the shriek of a cbiid, Within a minute 
the court was crowded with curl- 
ous neighbors, who found Arbata Rubano, 
a boy 7 years of age, lying asthe foot of the hy- 
drant in a death struggle, He had peen washin 
his hands and the soap-suds« were still circle 
about his jittle wrists. The boy was carried into 
iis mother’s room and a payscten sent for, but 
death had arrived first. he tittle feilow had 
been shut through the chest. A search was imme- 
diately mstituted to discover the murderer. 
The yard fillea rapidiy with we ot and it was 
soon impossibie to tell which of the inmates of 
the place were present. No weapon was found, 
and the case was evidently one of assassination. 
The veighbors were closely questioned, but could 
give no explanation. The dead boy’s parents 
were on good terms with everybody. It was 
learned, however, that on tha! morniug old Derita 
had accused Arbato ot stealing his pistol. The 
little fellow p.otested his innocence aud during 
the day nothing further was said about it. In the 
absence of any positive proof against any one the 
police wisely decided to make several arrests and 
unong ihe number was Derita. He was locked 
up but nothing developed to connect him with 
the killiug until the second day, when 
au itallan called at the Four Courts 
and jnformed Capt. Frachte that bis litile boy had 
been an eve-witness to the murder which was 
perpetrated by Derita. ,
